Macon, Ga., October 5.—[Special.)—‘‘Yes, 
there is quite a difference in the classification 
of cotton in different cities,” remarked an old 
cotton bayer today, as he picked a fine sanipie 
to pieces and held it between himself and the 


gun to examine the stiple. 

“What do you mean by difference in classi- 
{ving ?” 

“Why, it’s just this: Charleston and At- 
lanta classification is at least a grdde higher 
than Macon and Savannah. Good middling 
with them is about the same as OUF middling, 
and other gradcs accordingly. 

“Why is this difleren se !"? e 

“Well, I can’t exactly say. One reason 1s 
that southwest Georgia cotton is all more or 
less leafy. After sod get above Monroe and 
Jones counties, the cotton has a much better 
‘body.’ Atlanta gets a better grade of cotton 
than we do here, all around, and that is one 
reason of the difference. The cotton up about 

*.me and throaghout the northern part of the 
state, is mach better than it is down here. 

“Tfow do the classes run?” re 

“Beginning at ord nary we grade strict ordi- 
nary, good ordinary. sir ct good ordinary, low 
middling, strict low middling, middling, good 
middling, strict good middling. middling fair, 
fair, which is the highest grade of cotton. 

“What is the standard ?”’ 

“Middling cotton is what the reports are 
based on. To any ‘one familiar with 
the trade, the ‘imple announcement 
of the price of middling furnishes a clue to all 
the other grades, as they range so many frac- 
tions of acent below and above. Middling 
cotton Will sample a good body,reasonably free 
from dirt, trash and dis oloration,with a pretty 
good staple. Of course every buyer has to be 
nis own judge in samp! ng cotton,and it is only 
by experience thot the eotten buyer grows 
sillful in judging to what grade a bale belongs 
pv tne samp.e. vay ee 

‘Where are your markets, principally ‘ 

“Well, sir, our market is where we can find 
the men who will g-ve us the most money. I 
would rather sell outto you right here, if you 
would offer the best price. perieing 4 speak- 
ing, we export most of our cotton ¢ irect to 
Liverpool, Havre, Bremen, and other points 

‘ross the water.”’ 
we Do eA not find trouble in your different 
classifications with your correspondents?” — 

“Oh, no. Cotion classed here will almost in- 
cariably con im ved an cighth of a cent above 
the market in New York and Liverpool. Of 
course they bave tuc.r c.assuications different 
from ours, and from each other, New York 
being above Liverpool considerably.” 

“You do not ship to New York, then?” 

“No, New York, in fact, has ceased to be a 
spot market. It costs us about eighty cents 
per hale to get it to New York, while, it only 
costs forty jto forty-five cents to reach our 
pearer ports, consequently we save some three- 
eighths to forty hundreths per pound in ship- 
ping direct from our nearest ports, and this is 
no insignificant matter. New York only keeps 
about three hundred and fifty thousand bales 
en hand so as to control the contract market, 
and his cotton is absolutely not for sale until 
the season is over, when it is thrown upon the 
market.”’ 

“So you are getting the fields and the mar- 
kets nearer tegether?”’ 

“Yes, the fields and factories are growing 
nearcr and nearer together, but so far as the 
European markets are concerned we have got 
it down just about as fine as it will ever be un- 
jess the Atlantic Ocean is bridged.”

Macon, Ga., October 5 .—[Special.}]—There 
are a great many people in Macon who believe 
in coine radical changes being made in the 
present school system. Mingling with a group 
of leading gentiemen the oiher day your cor- 
respondent heard s ggestions for important 
changes inthe present system being made.

“There were, at . the opening of the 
schools, some one hundred and fiity or two 
hundred children ready- for the primary 


classes who were not able to secure places in 
the schools because of the cere of 
present accommodations. Now,I have been 
nformed by those who know, that after stu- 
dents pass throngh the six classes of the gram- 
mar schools that they maythen enter the 
wimary class sai. Merer and Wesleyan col- 
aching If this be the case, what is the sense 
of keeping up i.ose esapensive high schools 
out of the pabiic school fund? In those 
schools Latin, Gieck and the higher math- 
ematies are taugit. In truth, whenever a 
student passes through the high schools he has 
but precions litile use for the college. I be- 
lieve this is radically wrong. Abolish the 
high schools and let all the public school 
funds be devoted to the grammar schools. 
Increase the facilities of these schools 
and vive the younger children 
room to acquire the rudiments 
if nothing more, of a good, practical, English 
education. If men of means want to give their 
boys aud giris first-ciass educations, let them 
send them to Mercer and Wesleyan after they 
tinish the sixth class of the grammar schools, 
There are no private schools here now. Con- 
scquehtly, these who are not dcwarred by lack 
of means are debarred by lack of opportunity 
from sending their little ones to school, while 
hereare some two hundred, or more, boys 
studying branches that belong to the lower 
Classes in colleges.”

Men have been heard to ask curious!y what 
on earth will it be. . 

The questions at issue have been ably argued. 
The array of counsel was brilliant, talented 
and eloquent. Two ex-judges,a United State 
senator, an ex-U nited States senator, a United 
States district attorney and foar well known 
and prominent atterneys constituted the coun- 
sel. Speeches were made by all. except two, 
and the general verdict 1s that the argument 
was axceptionally able anckheloquent. 

The case was larly free leone person: i- 
ties. Notwithstanding the large ameuunt of 
personal evidence, there were but few clashes 
—but few conflicts. In the argument, the 
counsel confined themselves to the principles 
before them, and uniformly forget that they 
“vere representing individuals. No man’s 
character wasassailed to benefit some other 
man’s reputation. 

THE LAST TWO SPEECHES. 

Yesterday morning, when the court met, 
Judge Hopkins the floor. He had the 
closing argument in behalf of the defense.

endesl. 

THE CLOSING WORDS OF THE COURT. 

Then Governor Gorden. in behalf of the at- 
torney general and himself, said: 

‘| wish to express the thanks ef tte atior- 
ney general and myself for the courtesy and 
fairness with which the attorneys on both 
sides have conducted the investigation aud the 
argument. ‘The question is so full of import- 
ant issues that it should be considered with 
great deliberation and care.” 

“The attorney general is compelled to be 
absent for a few days. This, however, will 
not delay the decision of the case. During 
his absence, he will investigate the law points, 
and I shall give earnest heed to all the ques/ 
tions involved. Upon his return we shall 
-yueet in conference, and as soon as a decision 
is reached, it will be made public. In the! 
meantime the executive will support the 
lessees in all legitimate nicasures enforcing the 
penalties of the law.’’ 

And the court adjourned, to meet once 
more, when the verdict shall become known.

The acids manufactured by Dr. Bender are 
made as other factories make them. The 
usual towers, pipes, boxes, reservoirs and 
tubes are in nse.

On 
the ground are two egg-shaped vesse!s m which 
the articles are stored. They are called eggs, 
and from them pipes are strung in all direo- 
tions, some going as high as the very top of 
the tower, where they penetrate other recepte- 
cles. The pipes pass up one side of the tower, 
while a large tubular pipe made of heavy, 
thick iren runsup the other side from the 
ground to the floor next to the tep.

The supreme Court Grants New Trials in 
Two Liquor Cases. ae 

The supreme court yesterday In two cases, 
overruled the court’ below, and~ granted new 
trials to two delemiiants charged. with. violat- 
ing the prohibition laws. These dare* the first 
two instances in@f¥hich the supreme court has 
overruled the court below in. prohfbition mat- 
ters. 

The first case was that of Hollingsworth, ct 
at. vs. city of Atlanta. The case was first 
brought.in the. recorder’s court, where Hol- 
lingsworth was convicted. The superior court 
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Lilis’s frienda.deny most positively that he | * UB 91 Arch stacet, Philadelphs, Pa, 


was asked to grauta writ of certiorari, but re- 
fused, when the case was. carried to the su- 
preme court, where the court below was re- 
versed, the chief justice holding-that: the peti- 
tion far certiorari gave good reasons, and the 
superior court judge should have granted the 
writ, and have allowed the recorder to answer 
it, and havé passed npon the case with al! the 
facts before him. 

In delivering the opinion, Chief Justice 
Bleckley said: ‘“To convict a person in a po- 
lice court for keeping spirituous and . malt li- 
quors for unlawful sale, there ought to be such 
evidence the spirit or malt element in ‘the li- 
quors, and such evidence that they were kept 
for sale, as would warrant a jury in finding 
the aecused gniity, after giving him the bene- 
fit of the legal doctrineof reasonable doubt.’’ 

The second case was that of Connally versus 
the city of Atlanta, where the court below 
held that ‘‘New Evra beer’’ -was a beverage, in 
violation of the law. The supreme court, 
Justice Biandford presiding, held that the 
city failed to show that ‘‘New Era beer” was 
a spirituous or malt liquor, and that the super- 
ior court judge should have granted the writ 
of certiorari in the case, Judgment was re- 
versed as in the first case. Judge Richard H. 
Clark was the superior court judge that sat in 
both cases. 
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CROPS FOR OCTOBER. 
Regular Monthly Report of the Department 
of Agriculture. 


Commissioner Henderson issued  yester- 
day, the crep report for October. The follow- 
ing extracts will prove interesting to the pub- 
lic. The weather since September Ist, has 
continued dry, with rather unseasonable, cool, 
parching winds. The general condition and 
prospects of the crops and the spirit of the 
farmers is reported as favorable. Cotton has 
fallen from 82, on September ist, to78. The. 
reduction is due to continued dry weather and 
the unfavorable, _ cool, /pardiing winds. 
In - the southern ‘half of the state 
rust and caterpillars hare don much in de- 
stroying hopes 6f a late. crop’of bolls. The 
prospect isonly.one point lower than at the 
same time in 1886. The receipts up to date 
are largely in excess of.usual ffgures. Ordi- 
narily, this would indicate a heavy crop, but 
not so at this time. The cotton. has opened 
more rapidly, picking. has progressed more 
favorably, and there is less-in the-fields than 
usual. Thecrop is nearly all gathered and 
most of it sold. 

In other crops, potatocs have fallen from 
97 to 87; also sugar canc, and peas. The con- 
dition of the corn crop has not materially 
changed since ee yet it has fallen 
from 97 to ‘1. The reduction in yield in 
mountain cases and the quantity of rotten ears 
is given as the cause. There is, however, 
enough corn “to do’ until the next crop is 
gathered, but itis unequally distributed, mid- 
dle Georgia being short, while north Georgia 
and other sections have a surplus.

FOUND DEAD IN HER BED. 


A Negro Woman Dies of a Hemorrhage, and 
Is Found the Next Morning. 

Susan Dorsey,a negro woman, was. found 
dead at her home on Jones alley, near the 
Western and Atlantic railroad shops, early 
yesterday ‘morning.

He knocked at the door but 
receiving no response turned the knob and 
pushed, the door swung back and Webster en- 
tered. On the floor he found the woman ly- 
ing flat upon her face and in the bed the 
children. The woman was, apparently, asleep 
and Webster called her two or three times. 
He received no response and stooping 
down gave hetashake. At the Same time 
Webster discovered a poo} of blood about the 
woman’s mouth, and rushing tothe door gave 
the alarm. Severa] persens residing near hur- 
ried to the house and followed Webster in. 
The woman was turned over and found to be 
dead. -Her face was quite bloody, anda pool 
of blood was‘on the floor. Her clothing was 
torn and.crumpled, and an impression quickly 
prevailed that the woman had been murdered. 
A méssenget was sent for an officer, and Pa- 
trolman Baird responded. The officer took 
charge of the place, and detaining Webster as 
a Witness sent for the coroner. At the inquest 
it was ascertained that the woman and her 
children went to bed quite early, andin a 
short time all were asleep. Some time during 
the night she was seized with a hemorrhage, 
it is supposed, and being withont help died, 
The jury returned a yerdict of death from 
hemorrhage.
